. The Guiberson bill gives the boards 
of supervisors authority to employ an 
expert road builder of practical road- 
•bulldlng experience, who shall hold 
office at the pleasure of the boards. 
The salary Is not determined in the 
measure, this being left entirely to 
tho supervisors to be adjusted accord- 
ing to local conditions. 
The salary, 


however, would be provided for out 
of the general county funds. 


TO SUPERVISE ROAD WORK. 
Tho tltlo of tho office to bo created 
is county road commissioner.

tho supervision of the supervisors tnb 
commissioner would havo charge of 
all work done on county highways, 
with power to employ and discharge 
all work performed by day labor on 
roads. 
Tho supervisors under tho bill are 


given 
the 
authority to fix uniform 


compensation or per diem wage for 
all men and teams employed by the 
county road commissioner. 
As a means of promoting economy 


tho supervisors arc given tho power 
to purchase one or 
more complete 


road building 
outfits, 
consisting of 
graders, rollers, scrapers, tanks, im- 
plements, machinery and any other 
tools necessary in,the construction and 
maintenance of good roads. Provision 
is made fof'oither horses or power- 
uriven voiuciea wiln wnion to operate 
the various kinds of machinery. 
The bill provides for the purchase 


of automobiles for the county road 
commissioners or other means of 
transportation, all of which shall be 
paid out of the general county fund.

One of the most vicious features of the workingmen's com- 


oensation bill is the provision depriving the courts (so far as 
statutory enactment can shear the courts of constitutional po\v- 
es"s) of jurisdiction of disputes arising from accidents and injur- 
ies for which the bill provides that employers shall make com- 
pensation. All disputes are to be adjusted or adjudicated by the 
Industrial Accident Board, which framed the bill, and the courts 
are to have nothing to do with such cases. 


This provision is clearly unconstitutional, but its insertion in 


the bill is an evidence of the growth of government by commis- 
sion. In the effort of the Industrial Accident Board to vest itself 
with judicial powers and functions to the exclusion o£ the courts, 
there protrudes a covert attack on the constitution and the sys- 
tem of government founded upon it. It is an attempt to take 
away the powers the constitution vests in judicial tribunals and 
clothe appointive commissions with them. The decisions of these 
commissions are not subject to judicial review as the decisions 
of courts are, nor are they to be in accordance with any estab- 
lished rules of jurisprudence. The commissions will make their 
own rules of evidence, create their own precedents and conduct 
their proceedings in their own way. 


Courts will not be permitted to pass upon the application of 


the law, nor will juries be allowed to pass upon the sufficiency of 
the evidence. The authors of the law will be the judges of both 
the law and the facts, and from their judgment there is to be no 
appeal. 


While this extraordinary nugatory, it is evidence of an alarm- 


ing tendency. It is an indication o£ the revolutionary extremes 
to which the continuous attacks on the courts are leading. It is 
a palpable effort to establish a bureaucratic system of govern- 
ment with all powers vested in a single head. It is an effort to 
nullify the State and Federal constitutions by indirection, and 
reduce the courts to a condition of inocuous desuetude. 


The Federal constitution provides that no person shall be de- 


prived of his property without due process of law'i. e. a hearing 
in the courts constituted to hear such causes. We have here an 
attempt to create a tribunal independent of the constitution, the 
courts and the general body of laws of the State and nation — an 
appointive tribunal having no place in the judicial system, and 
not subject to the recall as judges are — an arbitrary body-vested 
with arbitrary "power to administer an arbitrary law of its own 
making. This body is asking authority to reach its hands in citi- 
zens' pockets and take money out in violation of all constitutional 
guarantees.

It is said that Governor Johnson is responsible tor the bill 


providing for an inspection of weights 'and measures by the 
State Labor Commissioner. It is to the Governor's credit. Un- 
like the other so-called reform 'measures pending at Sacramento, 
it does not propose to create new jobs and new salaries, nor does 
it inflict an unnecessary hardship on business men. It is designed 
to secure honest and uniform weights and measures. The dealer 
who gives short weight not only swindles his customers, but he 
is able to make a pretense of underselling competitors who sell 
sixteen ounces for a pound and four quarts for a gallon. No 
honest tradesman can object to an inspection which protects him 
and the public from dishonest competition. We have not seen a 
copy of the bill yet, but the synopsis printed in the papers out- 
lines a measure both simple and meritorious. It is not a proposal 
to spend money under pretense of correcting an evil which is more 
prevalent than many people suppose. 


A Pernicious Tax Amendment 


In line with such semi-confiscatory measures as the working- 


men's compensation act and the mothers' pension bill is Assem- 
blyman Weldon's constitutional amendment exempting home- 
stead property to the amount of $1000 from taxation. If this 
amendment should be adopted nearly one-half the property in 
some counties would be exempted, leaving the other half to be 
double-taxed to make up the deficiency. 


In Santa Cruz, according to the News, which has taken the 


pains to inform itself, $4,000,000 worth of property now carried 
on the assessor's rolls will be exempted from taxation. Of course 
the rate on the remaining property will have to be nearly doubled 
to raise the revenue required to support the local government. 


The effect would be to decrease values and increase rentals. 


The owner of a cottage would be benefited^ in a way, but the per- 
son who rents his tenement or the merchant who leases his place 


, of business would be mulcted to make taxes- lighter on their 


neighbors. 


Increasing the cost of government and exempting an enor- 


mous amount of property from taxation, will raise the tax rate 
in California to a figure that will drive capital out of the State 
and repel investors. Saddling capital and industry with extraor- 
dinary burdens is retarding development already without adding 
discrimination and exemptions to the handicaps imposed on 
money and property employed in productive enterprises. 


Weldon's amendment would make people anxious to get rid of 


' their property. It would likewise deter capitalists frnrn locati 


plants in this State. Such misjudged and abortive efforts to help 
the poor at the expense of the rich must fail of their object and 
injure all classes. Tangible property will lose its value and intan- 
gible property will fly the State and seek asylum in States more 
friendly to the investor. 


If men like Assemblyman Weldon really desire to help the 


poof man, they will cease trying to alter the laws of political econ- 
omy and join in the effort to abolish the unjust and oppressive 
poll tax. That will be doing an act of justice. It will not exempt 
property from taxation, but it will relieve men from an impost 
whirh has no moral justification anrl inflict* •> hardship or. the 
cfess that the taxing power should be most chary or burdening— 
the day laborer. Exempt men not property owners from taxation.

Tariff Reform Hits San leandro. 


Tariff revision downward is striking home in many localities. 


It not only threatens the sugar industry of California, but is 
placing another flourishing industry of Alameda county in peril. 


At San Leandro there is a small manufacturing plant em- 


ploying fifty hands which will be forced oub of business if lead 
pencils are put on the free list, as the tariff smashers in Wash- 
ington propose. This plant manufactures what are called pencil 
slats fiom cedar logs, which are nothing more than the wood 
casing used to enclose the plumbago core that does the marking. 
Because American-made pencils are at present protected by a 
duty on imported pencils, the slats can be manufactured at a 
profit. Take the duty off and no more pencils will be made in 
this country, and the slat industry at Saa Leandro will be com- 
pelled to close down. 


Throwing fifty people out of employment and destroying a 


profitable industiy may not seem worthy of consideration,- but 
the San Ldandro case is only one of hundreds scattered all 
over the country. Many a mickle make a muckle, as the Scotch 
say, and fifty people thrown out of employment here and there 
will fill the land with idleness and want. Smokeless factories and 
soup kitchens for idle men in search of employment are not evi- 
dences of prosperity, yet we are likely to have them again, as we 
did from 1893 to 1897, if the tariff revisers do not moderate their 
eagerness to surrender our markets to foreigners.

"We are 


too often prone to feel that degeneracy 
menaces us only In the form of t.ie crowd - 
ed slum and the Illiterate alien. But the 
"Pincys" are of American stock, and they 
have never lived In cities.

there are stagnant back waters In our 
.national life that need to be explored and 
drained.—Chicago Record-Herald.

President Joseph B. Lanktreo again th.-.t 
Lanktree's successor may side with the 
minority and rrake it a majority Tha 
physician remarked to friends that ho 
could st-e no reason why he should quit 
now to oblige Mayor-elect Otis when he 
believed the prospects for 'i. reversal of 
majority ard minority on the boaid was 
particularly bright.

fieorge Willetts Discovers Cur- 


ious Ruins on Isle 400 


Miles at Sea. 


LOS ANGELES, April 21.—Ancient 
altars, believed by George "Willetts, 
formerly sergeant of the Los Angeles 
police department and now field nat- 
uralist of the bureau of biological sur- 
vey of the department of agriculture, 
to be hundreds and thousands of years 
old, have been found by him on a 
little Island 400 miles northwest of 
Honolulu. 
Willetts made the trip for the pur- 
pose of studying: deep sea birds and 
other forms of life, and It was while 
on this expedition that he discovered 
what he thinks to be evidence of a 
prehistoric race. 
The altars were constructed on the 
tops of the cliffs, each placed on a, 
rocky eminence, all built of big slabs 
and evidently hewn out of the vol- 
canic formation of the Island. Wil- 
letts believes the natives -were sun 
worshipers. He expressed the opinion 
that a, careful search of the Island, 
•which Is about one-half-mile 
wide, 
and possibly some excavating, might 
result In some highly interestingr dis- 
coveries. 
The government party also found a 
new species of hair seal an Pearland 
Hermes reef. Skins and skeletons were 
brought back for the National museum 
at Washington.
